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The Children’s Encyclopedia. Editor-in- 
Chief, Chandler Whipple. New York, 
A. S. Barnes, [c1959]. 1147p. illus. 
charts. diagrs. maps. 26cm. buckram 
$8.95; to schools and libraries, 20 per 
cent discount. 

This new encyclopedia, intended for 
children aged eight to fourteen, is de- 
scribed by the publisher as “the most 
authoritative . . . the most comprehensive 
... the biggest . . . one-volume encyclope- 
dia for children that has yet been pub- 
lished.” Promotional material also states 
that “the extensive and detailed informa- 
tion is completely up-to-date, covering 
everything from recent archeological dis- 
coveries to the latest development in space 
and missile research.” Its language is de- 
scribed as “simple and precise, embracing 
the same areas of knowledge as a stand- 
ard, many-volumed encyclopedia.” 

The Children’s Encyclopedia was in 
preparation for five years, with Arthur 
Lawson and his wife, Mary Breen, first 
serving as editors. After Lawson’s death, 
Chandler Whipple, a former editor of 
Argosy magazine, “took over, assigning 
articles to experts in the field.” Some 130 
contributing editors are listed in the front 
of the volume together with brief identi- 
fication and an indication of the articles 
for which they are responsible. Although 
a number of well-known authorities and 
educators such as Maribelle Cormack, 
Albro T. Gaul, Mario Pei, and Ruth M. 
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Underhill are listed, more than half of the 
contributors seem to be public relations or 
information people for various industries, 
associations, or agencies. In many cases 
an association or a firm is named as a con- 
tributor, e.g., National Association of 
Leather Glove Manufacturers, Inc. 
(Glove). 

Material in The Children’s Encyclopedia 
is arranged alphabetically by broad sub- 
jects. Promotional literature points to “365 
major topics covering more than 3,000 in- 
dividual subjects.” A check showed some 
232 main subject entries ranging in length 
from less than half a double-column page 
(Aborigine) to 129 pages (Lands of the 
World). Since many of the articles are 
quite long and there are no running heads 
at the top of the pages, it is extremely 
difficult to locate material without using 
the Index. About one third of the major 
topics are on some phase of science or 
technology. Except for brief sketches of 
the Presidents under Presidents of the 
United States and the article Nostrada- 
mus, none of the main entries are bio- 
graphical. 

Since there are no separate articles on 
countries, most of the geographical and 
historical material is brought together 
under Lands of the World. This broad 
topic is subdivided by continents, coun- 
tries, and states (in the case of the United 
States). Coverage for any one country is 
sketchy and very inadequate. For exam- 
ple, only 28 pages are devoted to all of 
Europe. The material on Great Britain 
covers less than six pages, including 
photographs. While there are three short 
paragraphs on the part of Ireland that is 
independent, Scotland and Wales are 
merely named and not even referred to in 
the Index. This is typical of the capsule- 
type information: “The long reign of 
Queen Victoria in the nineteenth century 
was a flourishing period for the country 
[England]. Since then, her son, grandson, 
two great-grandsons, and great-great- 
granddaughter have succeeded her.” Of 
the 57 pages on the United States, the first 
10 are given over to historical high lights 
by periods, and the remainder to very 
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brief descriptions of the states. In the five 
short paragraphs about California, no 
mention is made of either San Francisco 
or Los Angeles. 

Perhaps the best material in The Chil- 
dren’s Encyclopedia is in the field of nat- 
ural science. Articles such as Bird, Fish, 
Insect, Reptile, and Shorelife are accom- 
panied by full-page classification charts. 
The text of each has an introduction char- 
acterizing that branch of the plant or ani- 
mal kingdom, followed by descriptions of 
individual species within the group. Im- 
proved format and more _ illustrations 
would have made this material more ap- 
pealing to children. 

In the area of pure and applied science, 
coverage is quite uneven. The material on 
geology is well organized and clearly pre- 
sented. Physics, though very comprehen- 
sive, seems much too difficult and tech- 
nical for this age level. The same is true 
of Mathematics despite the “visit to 
Mathematica” approach. Articles such as 
Satellite and Space Station and Space 
Travel would have been much more ap- 
pealing if some illustrations had been in- 
cluded. Science and Scientists gives an 
excellent definition of scientific method, 
explains how the sciences are organized, 
names some of the great scientists, and 
suggests problems to be solved in the fu- 
ture. 

Although there are several main entries 
on clubs and organizations of interest to 
children, e.g., Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, and 
Four-H Clubs, the material is written in 
such a pedestrian style that these articles 
will have little or no appeal. Both the text 
and illustrations of such topics as Badmen 
and Lawmen, Cowboys and Ranching, and 
Frontiersmen were obviously inspired by 
current television western programs. For 
example, John Wesley Hardin, a Texas 
desperado, “was said to have killed forty 
men before the Texas Rangers caught him 
.... While in prison, he studied law and 
practiced as an attorney upon his release, 
but was finally shot to death in a barroom 
in El Paso.” His fellow Texan, Ben 
Thompson, is described as “a drunk and a 
showoff” who was “finally killed in a 
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variety theater brawl at the age of 41.” 
Many of the other main entries seem in- 
appropriate for a one-volume encyclope- 
dia intended for this age level, e.g., Canni- 
bal, Funeral Customs, Marriage Customs, 
and Plague. 

The style of writing in The Children’s 
Encyclopedia is very uneven. No doubt 
the reason for this is that so many of the 
contributors have had little or no experi- 
ence in writing for children. Despite the 
publisher’s claim that the language is 
“simple and precise,” it is often either 
overly technical or too general for the 
child who needs specific information. For 
example, the article Dentistry states that 
“Colloidal impression materials and plas- 
tic denture bases as well as plastic teeth 
advanced prosthetic dentistry.” On the 
other hand, Norway is described only as 
“a seagoing nation with many ships afloat. 
It also does a lot of fishing and whaling.” 
There are many instances of writing down 
for children, e.g., “Pussy’s ‘language’ is 
most interesting, and one you will quickly 
learn to understand. A purr for happiness, 
a soft meow of contentment, a begging 
meow of hunger, a yowl of fright, or the 
shrill cry which indicates the gentle crea- 
ture of the fireside has become involved 
in battle—all are as expressive as words.” 
The whole text is in need of editing, and 
much of it should be rewritten. 

There are some see and see also refer- 
ences within articles, at their close, and in 
the Index. On the whole, they seem accu- 
rate, but some of them lead to so little 
additional material that they hardly seem 
necessary. No attempt has been made to 
provide pronunciation for difficult words, 
and there are no bibliographies. 

The Index of 32 three-column pages is 
at the end of the volume. It is quite de- 
tailed, and examination found it to be 
fairly accurate as to page references. Ma- 
jor topics are printed in capital letters. 
Page numbers referring to illustrations are 
in italics. One serious defect must be 
noted. Too many of the references lead 
only to the mention of the person, place, 
thing, or event cited, eg. Dickens, 
Charles, p.554, “American high school 
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children read Dickens and Kipling and the 
Bronte sisters.”; first aid, p.896, “Every 
year the Red Cross teaches first aid, life- 
saving, water safety, and home nursing to 
more than a million people.” 

In promotional material, the publisher 
of The Children’s Encyclopedia calls at- 


tention to the “more than a thousand 
drawings, charts, maps, diagrams, and 
photographs, with 90 in full color” which 
“will provide a visual aid to understand- 
ing and add to the pleasure of learning.” 
The 90 full-color illustrations have been 
crowded into 16 unnumbered pages in- 
serted between pages 576 and 577. They 
have no relation to the text at that point, 
nor are they referred to in either the text 
or the Index. The miscellaneous subjects 
include costume, ships, communication, 
picture maps, plant and animal classifica- 
tion charts, flowers, and rocks. Since the 
pictures are small and the color reproduc- 
tion not good, with the exception of the 
flower drawings, this section adds little. 
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With few exceptions, the black-and-white 
photographs used throughout the volume 
are poorly selected, very badly repro- 
duced, and would have no appeal for chil- 
dren. 

Some of the charts, diagrams, and draw- 
ings are clear and easy to read, e.g., 
“Architecture,” “Mammal Classification,” 
“Musical Instruments,” and “Branches of 
the U.S. Government,” while others have 
been so reduced in size that they are illeg- 
ible, e.g., “Coal into Chemicals,” “Milk 
from Farm to Family,” “Nations of the 
World” (statistical table), and “Map Sym- 
bols.”. The maps are of a very inferior 
quality. Small picture maps of the states, 
an outline map locating notorious badmen 
of the United States, and maps showing 
climate zones, routes of explorers, latitude 
and longitude, and time zones take the 
place of the political and relief maps usu- 
ally found in encyclopedias. 

In format, The Children’s Encyclopedia 
is very unattractive. A large, heavy vol- 
ume, it is awkward to handle, even for 
adults. The paper is of poor quality, and 
the green buckram binding is not rein- 
forced. The centering of captions for ma- 
jor topics and the numerous subheadings 
make it difficult to find a specific entry. 

Because the material in it is poorly or- 
ganized, difficult to locate, and uneven in 
quality, because the illustrations are in- 
ferior, and because it has little appeal for 
children, The Children’s Encyclopedia is 
not recommended for home or library 
purchase. 


New Illustrated Encyclopedia of Garden- 
ing. Unabridged. Ed. by T. H. Everett.

This garden encyclopedia “has been 
planned to be a lifetime library of garden- 
ing, containing all the information neces- 
sary for the novice to become an expert.” 
The publishers also note in the introduc- 
tory remarks “the enormous amount of 
accurate, carefully presented information 
it contains cannot help but be of value to 


professional gardeners, florists, nursery- 
men, landscape architects, park depart- 
ment employees and others whose profes- 
sion or business it is to grow plants and 
to design and maintain gardens.” The 
Committee examined the special garden 
club and library edition. There is also 
available a 14-volume mail order edition. 

New Illustrated Encyclopedia of Gar- 
dening intends to cover every phase of 
modern gardening as it might be applied 
in the United States and Canada. Accord- 
ing to the publisher’s introduction, it also 
includes “a wealth of photographs, dia- 
grams and drawings.” 

The editor, T. H. Everett, Assistant Di- 
rector (Horticulture) and Curator of Edu- 
cation of the New York Botanical Garden, 
is the author of many gardening books. 
He conducts a weekly column dealing with 
all phases of gardening in the New York 
Herald Tribune and contributes to cur- 
rent gardening periodicals. 

Twenty other horticulturists and spe- 
cialists in gardening and landscape archi- 
tecture are listed as contributors and 
authorities. Among them are included 
Ernest Chabot, H. Harold Hume, Harriet 
K. Morse, and John C. Wister. However, 
no articles are signed or credited to any 
one contributor. The publisher states that 
“incorporated in the text are the writings 
of other distinguished authorities drawn 
from The Woman’s Home Companion 
Garden Book,” edited by Dr. John C. Wis- 
ter (New York: P. F. Collier, 1947) and 
reviewed in Subscription Books Bulletin, 
July 1948. Eight of the contributors to the 
Wister book are contributors to the pres- 
ent work. 

The Garden Calendar, a special section 
at the beginning of volume 1, is credited 
to the editor by the Publisher. Its pagina- 
tion is separate from the rest of the ency- 
clopedia. It includes detailed month-by- 
month instructions concerning special care 
necessary for flowers, shrubs, trees, and 
plants grown inside and outside. Recom- 
mended practices vary according to the 
regions indicated under subheadings In 
the North, In the South, and On the West 
Coast. Dates are suggested for seed sow- 
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ing, planting, taking cuttings, pruning, and 
harvesting. 

The main body of the encyclopedia fol- 
lows The Garden Calendar in volume 1 
with an alphabetical arrangement letter 
by letter. 

The final section of volume 6—Pests and 
Diseases—has approximately 150 pages 
devoted to basic information on the sub- 
ject. An extensive list of garden plants 
most likely to be harmed is given, with 
the names of the pests and diseases most 
common to each species. Another section 
discusses the most common garden insects 
and small pests, with control methods rec- 
ommended. Larger pests such as squir- 
rels, moles, and rabbits are given a share 
in text and illustration, with practical 
means for control and extermination de- 
scribed. Plant diseases are explained in 
detail with suggested methods of control. 
Illustrations of plants affected by disease 
are used throughout the text. An alpha- 
betical list of fungicides and insecticides, 
each of which is described briefly giving 
the trade names, chemical composition, 
and uses completes the volume. 

The subject matter of the encyclopedia 
proper includes botanical terms, scientific 
gardening procedures, the art of landscape 
gardening, planting methods, cultivation 
of trees and shrubs, the growing of flower- 
ing plants, bulbs, fruits and vegetables, 
and greenhouse and indoor planting. Gar- 
dening is considered in relation to climatic 
conditions and special problems of locale. 
The making of garden accessories such as 
birdhouses, feeders, fences and gates, trel- 
lises, and water gardens is included. There 
is information about garden lore, symbol- 
ism, and plant nomenclature. 

There are, however, some subjects re- 
lated to gardening omitted, e.g., lists of 
botanical gardens, outstanding special 
gardens and parks, garden clubs and so- 
cieties, flower show and exhibition regu- 
lations, garden history as a separate entry, 
and patio gardening. There are no bibli- 
ographies to provide sources of additional 
information. 

Entries vary from brief definitions of 
botanical or gardening terms to long arti- 


cles, such as Roses (50 pages), Planning 
the Garden (17 pages), and Flower Ar- 
ranging (12 pages). Both common and 
botanical names are entered with full 
cross references from common to botanical 
names. Botanical name entries are fol- 
lowed by their common names in italics. 
Although the prefatory text states that 
“pronunciation of the plant name is indi- 
cated in parentheses immediately follow- 
ing the botanical and popular names,” ac- 
cent marks over syllables to be stressed 
are the sole aid given to pronunciation. 
In many instances the derivation of the 
plant name is given. For example, Cala- 
mus-Rattan palm states, “The name Cala- 
mus is derived from kalamos, a reed.” 

The alphabetical arrangement with nu- 
merous cross references is intended to 
make the information readily available to 
the reader. There is no index. Consistent 
use is made of cross references from one 
subject to another in identification of 
plant names. However, within longer arti- 
cles few cross references are used. There 
is no tying together of Regional Garden- 
ing and the Garden Calendar by any re- 
ference in either article, though both are 
concerned with gardening variations due 
to climatic conditions. Cross references 
are given under state names as California, 
Gardening in. See Regional Gardening, 
without reference to the Garden Calendar 
or State Agricultural Experiment Stations 
where their locations are listed with in- 
formation about their services. No refer- 
ence is made under state names to State 
Flowers and State Trees. Beneficial insects 
makes no reference to Bee flowers, and 
the entry Insects refers only to Pests and 
Diseases. Similarly one finds information, 
illustrations, and excellent diagrams of 
rustic items under entries Rustic Work, 
Trellis, Fences and Gates, Arch, Pergola, 
Seats, Garden, and Birds in Your Garden, 
all interrelated but without cross refer- 
ences. An analytical index would add 
greatly in bringing interrelated subjects 
together. This wide range of subject en- 
tries lacking cross references results in 
failure to locate related material. 

The treatment is popular but authorita- 
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tive. The writing is clear and understand- 
able. All directions are very specific, giv- 
ing step-by-step procedures. For exam- 
ple, the article Lawn gives full instruc- 
tions on the making and maintenance of 
lawns including locations, drainage, prep- 
aration of the site, sowing, and lawn man- 
agement. The photographs illustrate the 
various operations described. 

A break in continuity of three major 
articles occurs at the end of three volumes. 
Volume 2 ends midway in the article 
Haworthia, which continues in volume 3. 
Regional Gardening, the last entry with 
nine pages in volume 4, continues as the 
opening entry in volume 5. Likewise 
Terrariums closes volume 5 and continues 
at the beginning of volume 6. There are 
no notations of any kind indicating that 
each article is continued in the subsequent 
volume. 

There are over 600 color photographs in 
14 groups of several pages each. These 
are listed in numerical order at the begin- 
ning of volume 1. The complete list of 
picture credits appears opposite the list of 
photographs on the verso of the title page. 
Many of the color photographs are cred- 
ited to the editor, others to various ar- 
boretums, and commercial 
firms. 

The photographs are excellent. 
Reproduced by offset, they show a clear, 
natural coloring for most landscapes, in- 
dividual plant subjects, and gardening ac- 
tivities. Identifying captions are used to 
explain each picture. Unfortunately they 
are grouped in such a way that they do 
not closely adjoin the text to which they 
are related. 

In addition to color photographs the 
text is profusely illustrated throughout 
with black-and-white photographs, line 
drawings, and diagrams reproduced by 
offset. They are of various dimensions, 
large and small. Many are landscapes 
used to illustrate plantings as those shown 
under Hedges or Wall Gardens. These are 
much less effective than the photographs 
illustrating the step-by-step method in 
Budding, Digging, or Flower Arranging. 
However, full descriptive captions accom-

pany all illustrations. 

A double-column page is used. Running 
heads are in heavy black capital letters. 
Main subject entries and titles of long 
articles are printed in boldface capital let- 
ters. 

The set is bound in blue-green buck- 
ram. The binding may not stand up under 
heavy use. The color photographs would 
be cut off in rebinding, since they are flush 
with both inside and outside edges. Other- 
wise the inner margins are sufficiently 
wide. The print is offset on heavy offset 
paper. It is clear and generally even with 
very little evidence of shadow or streak- 
ing. 

The listing of contributors on the spine 
makes it difficult to see the guide letters. 
Volume 1 has the Garden Calendar noted 
below the guide letters and volume 6 in- 
dicates the section Pests and Diseases. 

The New Illustrated Encyclopedia of 
Gardening is an authoritative compilation 
of gardening information on a wide va- 
riety of subjects. Its clear text and help- 
ful illustrations make it a practical and 
useful guide for the amateur gardener. 
For the specialist it provides a survey of 
fields related to his specialty and up-to- 
date information on new species and tech- 
niges. Although the set would be im- 
proved by an index or a better system of 
cross references, and all subjects are not 
covered equally well, it is recommended 
for homes and libraries.
